Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 7-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 7, the prior art, Haber et al. (US 5,136,646), teaches a system 

for time-stamping a digital document, such as any alphanumeric, video, audio, or 
pictorial data, wherein the representation is transmitted to an outside agency (storage 
database). The content of the document and the time stamp of its existence are 
"indelibly" incorporated into the digital data of the document and the document or video 
could be retrieved if needed. 

As pointed out in the BPAI decision of August 26, 2008, Haber lacks the teaching 
of creating an identifier for a file that is used to search for that file or storing such a file in 
a database. 

The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations 
clearly claimed for patent, are novel and unobvious.
